THE SHILLINO CASE 


After a trial lasling ten days Mayor 


Shilling was found 
not, guilty of tho 


charge of wilfully inglecling lo enforce 
the ordinances 
relating 
lo 
gambling, 


dramshops and lewd shows. The vedict of 
acquittal was a surprise lo many of our 
people, most of whom expected a disa- 
greement and but few expee 
lion. It is the only case of the kind ever 
prosecuted iu the state of Illinois, for 
Hie .self-evident reason that no m alter 
how careless a mayor might be in the 
enforcement of law, to prove his knowl- 
edge of the violations, whii-h must bo 
done to convict, is a most diflicult thing 
lo do. If this were an easy mailer any 
mayor in the stale might be convicted on 
such a charge on the initiative oE a few 
persons who might start out to do bo, 
because all the laws and ordinances are 
not enforced in any city in the state. It 
is r.lso true that a mayor who fails to 
enforce the law in trivial offenses is as 


y under the statutes as when he 
to enforce the law in the case of 
graver violations. The Itw makes 


uo distinction, and yet the average con- 
stituencies in our cities do not expect 
all the laws aud ordinances tu be en- 
forced for every infraction. 


These facts evidently enlered into tho 


Shilling trial and hud its effect on the 
ji ry. Ta'-'e for example, the street car- 
nival wilh 
all it involved. There is 


scarcely anything from obstructing the 
streets down to the mendicant who sells 
shoe strings that is not a violation of the 
laws and ordinances in some sense. To 
hold a modern carnival all restraint of 
law is thrown off.
